But when the Grecian Empire aroſe on the Ruins of

receive them. On this they call'd a Council of War, in

And on the 3oth of July they came within about wo 
Miles of the Town—and encamp'd, and by Night ſent in 
their Spies to obſerve thePoſture of the Engliſh.

Soldiers; and Capt. How, who on the Alarm, march'd 
immediately from Marlborough with what Men he cou'd
